Since the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 are legal, regardless of their 
effect on women or members of

The decision， reached in a 5 
to 4 vote， reversed an appeals 
-Court ruling that seniority systemas 
adopted or modified after the 
Civil Rights Act could be 
challenged on the grounds of 
idiscriminatory impact alone. The 
case inVolved black workers in the 
American ITobacco Co. in Rich- 
mond，Va.，where 3a Seniority 
System had been adopted_ ip 
1968. The EEOC had joined ithe 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund in 
defending the appellate ruling.

Briennan，JT.，wiote a dissenting 
Opinion charging that the major-

WASHINGTON 一 The De- 
fense Department may discrimin- 
ate against US _ citizens when 
hiring civilian employees at over- 
seas Imilitary bases， the Su- 
preme Court recently ruled,， The 
decision was a defeat for 30 US 
citizens and military dependents

“There's a good feeling to help 
people in the city and county 一 
saving a life is a real reward, Tve 
brought back a couple of people 
who were blue,” imoted eight-year 
veteran Bernie Lee,， Lee, who 
admitted that the work often gets 
dangerous and 让 can be eerie 
“waiting for the hose to put outthe 
thousands of little flames climbing 
up the walls and ceiling of a 
room,” nonetheless urged other 
Asians to join the force， 

NEED 

“The community needs more 
equal representation in the fire 
department. 耻 verything has been 
changing，and Ithink there is a 
Teal need now for more Asians 
the department, Lee Said. 

The firefighter recruitment is 
broken into several parts: a 
wiitten general aptitude exam; a 
test for physical  agility (job- 
related，Lee said，and including 
lifting . 300:400-pound ladders， 
hooking hoses up to hydrants， 
running，directing charged hoses， 
Swinging- axes_ and maneuVvering 
12-foot ceiling hooks); four= to six 
weeks of: drill training 衣 、 fire- 
fighting techniques 这 both exams 
are passed; and then one year of 
probation in the department. 

Although the process may seem 
long 一 and sometimes eligible 
candidates who pass both exams. 
may wait Up to four years before 
actually joining the department 一 
Lee contends that it is well worth 
the time and effort.

around 18 trucks，whose duty it is

concentrate on evacuation (they 
have the jaws of life ”equipment 
which is often used to take people 
form crushed cars) as well as 
resctue and emergency first-aid :

The Chinese and Japanese have 
Viewed kosometsuke differently 
from different perspectives，The 
unusual blue-and-white porce- 
lains were made 记 China for 
export to Japan during a brief 
23-year Span in the Ming dynasty， 
early 17th century. 

“ Because they look and feel so 
different from Ming ceramics， 
many Chinese doubted that they 
were made in China,”explained 
Stephen Little, Curator of Chinese 
Art at the Asian Art Museumn 

Precious few survived the dis- 
tant VOyage across the immense 
East China Sea，the 


ravaged Japan， While the coun- 
trySs economy .recovered from 
WAWII and art was very inexpen- 
Sive in the 1950s and 1960s，Effie 
B. Allison (her husband is a former 
US ambassador to Japan) col- 
lected hundreds of kosometsuke. 
With the assistance of Japanese 
tea masters，potters，and ceramic 


Specialists，she recognized an un-- 


noticed， Special blue-and-white 
porcelain, A scholar with a well- 
trained eye，she -was admired 
among the Japanese as a sagacious 
collector. Fifty of the out- 
standing kosometsuke she collec- 
ted, recently .Jonated to the Asian 
Art Museum. are on display 
through June 6， 

The small holes and chips， 
especially around the rims and 
edges, distinguish all kosometsuke. 
The bodies were molded，rather 
than thrown，from: poorly levi- 
gated clay，and the glazes were 
freely applied The difference 
between the rate of shrinkage of 
the body and the glaze caused 
poor glaze adhesion, leaving small 
holes and chips，

While the Chinese perfected an 
elegant thinness in Ming porce- 
lains，the Japanese produced a 
heavy stoneware called Oribe.

CURIOUS 

The blue-and-white porcelains 
were important to China in estab- 
lishing a trade commodity with 
Japan as well as with Holland， 
New glazes developed sucpP as the 
popular “blown-ink”resulting 识 
the famous powder-blue glaze of 
the Qing dynasty， 

This pottery is the result of 
cuiious historical circumstances. 
During the Tien-ch'i and Ch'ung- 
chen (1621-44) reigns, the private 
kilns ip Ching-te Chen area of 
northern Jiangxi (Kiangsi) 
Province in south central China no 
longer had Imperial patronage.

Genny Lim's “Paper Angels” 
has arrived in New York. Itis a 
first-rate theatrical achievement: 
Lims play gives a realistic 
portrayal of Chinese American 
history; 过 also presents a strong 
artistic and Political statement.

STRANDED 
The one-act Play opens with 
eight Solitary 王 gures on stage， 
They are perched on white 
box-crate chairs， stooped over， 
with their eyes closed or fastened 


on a space beyond the audience; 、 


the ,depression and: .fatigue of 
confinement are almost dripping 
from them. As the play develops 
we see portions of each stranded 
sojourner's tale: their reasons for 
coming to 及 merica and -descrip- 
tions of their lives in China, before 
their arrival at Angel Island， 

Victor Wong plays Chin-CGung 
whose life is shown to us through 
theunfolding of his oral history; a 
tale that covers his life in Cold 
Mountain and China, He has lived 
in America for 40 years and is 
interned on Angel Island after a 
brief visit to China， 

In the first scene Chin=Cung is 
interrogated: ITecording of his 
interrogation is played; Wong's 
Small sagging barechested figure， 
clothed in long johns and squint- 
ing into a spotlight-as he answers 
the interrogatiom _ officer (Steve 
Monroe), then appears. 

Chin-Gung is assailed with a 
litany of questions: he tells the 
interrogator about the number of 
rooms in his house，his thrid:

with his wife and his deceased 
mother，All of this is told in 
English, .while he curses him in 
Cantonese. 

Fong (Henry Yuk)，an informa- 
tion smuggler for “paper sons,”

the inconsistencies have left him 
interned，He has saved enough 
money to open a small barber 
Shop, 让 he is allowed to leave the 
limbo of the detention center, 


Chin-Gung is the dormitory's 
resident Philosopher; Fong func- 
tions as pragmatist and cynic. He 
asserts that the other mena have 
their dreams, he only wants to not 
be buried in a pauper's grave.

Income Taxes: Time to 
File or Request Extension

With April 15 approaching， 
income tax returns for 1981 should 
be filed or in the process of 
being assembled，Meost errors in 
the preparation of returns are due 
to “last minute”rush to meet the 
deadline，and many allowable 
deductions are overlooked as tax- 


”payers did not organize their data 


and cannot find the supporting 
receipts. 

If you are uity of putting of 
得 ling yoUr return, and cannot met 
the deadline of April 15, you may 
TIequest an extension which now 
automatically gives you two more 
months to _ file your return，In 
Order to get the two-month exten- 
sion，you must file by April 15 
Eorm 4868 entitled Application 
for Automatic 正 xtension of Time 
to File US Individual Income Tax 
Return， 

PENALTIES 

Additionally，to _ avoid penalty 
and interest，you Imust pay_any 
taxes due with Form 4868. If you 
Underestimated the amount of 
taxes due，then you will pay 
iterest on the unpaid amount. 
There is an additional failure to 
pay penalty on top of the interest 
过 the unpaid amount exceeds 10% 
Of youT tax. 了 his failure to pay 
penalty is Je of 1% ， per month 
with a maximum of 25 勾 ot the 
Unpaid taxes for each month after 
the due date， Even though the 
extension to file is automatic，the 
due date of the return is still April 
15,， and so any -interest or penal- 


ties for late payment is computed 
from April 15. 

-When you finally prepare and 
file your tax return, then enter any 
amounts that you have paid with 
the FEorm 4868 on line 58 of your 
Form 1040: 

When June 15 rolls around, and 
you have not fjled your retrn， 
there is still a possibility to have an 
extension，bnut this additional ex- 
temision is only granted for“good 
reasons.”

wanese farm and fishery items.

Trees Rate as One of 
Asia's Endangered Species 


BANGKOK 一 With defores- 
tation “continuing，at a rate of 
800,000 acres every year, the tree 
has _ become one of the most 
endangered :Species in Thailand， 
the ZIA Times reported re- 
cently. According to _ a， recent 
study _ conducted at “ 玫 asetsart 
University，Thailand's best agri- 
culture school，the forest area in 
Thailand has decreased at a rate 
of 10 匈 泣 year during the last 
decade， 

Government_ studies also show 
that the forest cover of Thailand 
has dropped from more than 53 多 
in 1961l to 28 邑 last year: Growing 
populations， antiquated farm- 
ing techniques and the increased 
demand for lumber and other 
wood products _ are the major 
reasons for :the disappearance of 
forests in Thailand as well as areas 
throughout Southeast Asia，the 
Timmes Said， 


PEYWOOD 

In a report prepared by the 
United Nations，investigators con- 
cluded that forests in south and 
Southeast Asia are disappearing at 
the “alarming rate” of 12,500 
acres a day，equivalent to 4.5 
mijllion acres a year.- The study 
also added that“ 计 this trend is 
projected into the future，by the 
year 2000 some 90 million acres of 
closed forest area would have 
converted to non-forestry use,”or 
a reduction of 23% of the closed 
forests, the Times reported. 

Southeast Asia has become a 
Primary supplier of wood to the 
industrial world， particularly 
Japan，South Korea amd the US， 
within the last few decades. Hard- 
woods such as teak which thrive in 
tropical forests are used in modern 
construction for plywood and 
Wood veneersS. 

Although shipping teak logs 


from the country is iegal， 
finished teakwood products can be 
exported，the Tirmes Said.，Some 
industry _ analysts claim that 
loggers,， backed largely ”from 
Europe，Pproduce crude furniture 
and other items from the 
teakwood and ship them abroad 
where the work is finished “by 
craftsmen. 
LEASE 

The loss of forest ljand has been 
blamed for altering “weather 
patterns，killing o 红 wildlife and 
Gausing other ecological problems， 
the UN study discovered， The 
1979 flood which killed 42 in 
Thailand, or example，has been 
blamed on the destruction of 
forests that had acted as water- 
Sheds. 

The rate of -forest loss is Pre- 
dicted to level off in Thailand in 
the next few years，not directly 
because of conservation efforts， 
but because of the number of trees 
in the country is declining, the UN 
study said . 


Pong Sono，director-general of 
the Royal FEorestry Department， 
adimits that the government has 
mismanaged the forests by encour- 
aging farming at the expense of 
trees and allowing the export 
l0opholes, the Times said. A plan 
that Pong hopes to persuade 
government leaders to support 
will be to lease many'of the state- 
managed forests to Private forestry 
companies，who in theory have a 
stake in conserving and planting 
Dew trees.

It takes a 
minimum of 60 years for a teak
